Tho plain 
glass can la- kept clean more easily and 
will not break so readily ns the Imita- 
tion. 

Ha glass Is .cratched by nny hard 
auhslunco, such as sand, nulls, otc... 
It will break very oasily where the mark 
Is. For this reason It Is woll to havo a 
small wooden tub to use only for wnsli- 
lng glass and silver. Extremes in tom- 
poraturo frequently crack or break glass- 
ware.

To every half pound allow a la- 
blospoonful ot butter, half pint of milk, 
and ono tablospoonful ol flour. Melt 
tho butlor In a frying-pan. add tho beef, 
and stir ovor tho fire flvo minutes; 
sprinkle in tho flour, ttlr again, pour in 
the milk, season with pepper, stir until 
it l-o!ls,and servo immediately. —Courier- 
Journal. 

—Tea lilseult— Ono quart of flout, be- 
fore sifting, and threo heaping tea 
spoons baking powder, sift them togeth- 
er well; wet with nice rich milk until a 
soft dough, kneed as little as you can, 
roll out lost than half inch and spread 
with ono tablospoon butter and two of 
butter beaten togothcr before making 
tho dough; roll up and tlice off the end, 
lay on tins and bako quick.-lloston 
lilobo.

— Lomon lie, with Tivo Crusts.— Pulp 
and julco of one lemon, part of tho 
grated rind, ono cupful of cold water, 
ono cupful of sugar, four small tablo- 
tpoonfull of powdered crackers, ono lea- 
spoonful of unmelted butter cut into 
bits. Mix together all but tbo butter 
and scatter the bits ovor tho lop aftor It 
It in the lowor crust. lisco another 
good crust with nlr holes, cut In somo 
pretty design, and bake— Good House- 
keeping. 

—Egg Nog.— Ono well-bealen egg, 
I no tahlespoonluls of sugar, and a glass 
full of sweet, rich milk; mix all togothcr 
thoroughly, and sprinkle with nutmu-. 
Good in summer complaints. Tbo fol- 
lowing wilt also bo found useful for tho 
same: Add one tabletpoonful of canned 
or fresh blaekborry Julco and a table- 
tpoonful of sugar to a glass of water: 
strain the julco before using, to avoid 
seeds.

INDIAN CANOE BUILDING. 

How t'nwleldr t-oga Arm Convened Into 
Vary I'rattJ Itoate. 
It may havo been frc-quontly a sourco 
of wondor and turprlso bow tho early 
American Indians mado the canoe with 
which thoy were so amply provided. 
Thoy wero llghtaud graceful, but s» tho 
sarau time vory substantial. Y*l wo 
know that those aborlgiues hod Do im- 
plement but a hatibul, and sometimes 
not that and no guide but their unas- 
sisted oyeslgbt. Their chief agency w as 
tiro, whlob thoy u u to tbo present 
day. 

A recent visitor to Pugot Sound, who 
spent sumo tiino among the Slwnsh In- 
dians, describes buw ono of them con- 
verted an unwloldy log Into a trim and 
pretty canoe, although it will bo ob- 
served that he bad tho assistance ot s 
cross-cut saw — something which bis 
forefathers nevor dreamed of. 

"Ono Monday morning I saw an old 
Indian building a tiro at the base of a 
large codar tree, and ho told mo that 
this was t lie first stop in the construc- 
tion of a canoe which be intended to uso 
upon tho following Saturday. Ilu kept 
tho fire burning merrily all that day und 
far Into the night when a windcsluo up 
and cotnplotod tho downfall of tbo mon- 
arch of tho forest 

•Tho next day the man arose botlmos, 
and borrowing a cross-cut saw from a 
logger, cut tho *runk of tho trco In 
twain at a point somo fifteen foot from 
where It had broken olf, and then with a 
dull hatchet hu hacked sway until tho 
log had assumed tho shapo of tho desir- 
ed canoo. In this work he was helped 
by his squaw. 

"Tho old follow thnn built a flro on 
tho upper part of tho log. guiding tho 
courso of the tiro wllh daubs of clay, 
ami in duo time the interior of thoaanoo 
had been burned out Half a day's work 
with the hatchet rondored the insldo 
smooth and shapely. 

"Tho canoe was now, I thought com- 
plete, though It appeared to bo danger- 
ously narrow of beam. This the Indian 
soon remedied. Ho tilled tho shell two- 
thirds full of wator, and Into It no drop- 
ped half a dozen store, that had been 
beating in tho tire for nearly a dny. Tho 
water at once attained a boiling twin* 
and so softened tho wood that the Indian 
and his iquaw were unahlod to draw out 
tho sides and thus supply tho necessary 
breadth of beam 

"Thwarts and r.lnts wero then placed 
In thooanoo. nnd the wnler and stones 
thrown out When Iho summed wood 
begnn to cool and contract the tliwarl* 
held It back, nnd Iho sides held tho 
thwarts, and thore tho calioo wns eom- 
ploto, without a nail, loint or crov- 
Ico. for It wus mado of ono plovo ol 
wood. 

"Tho Slwnsh did not comploto It as 
soon a, he had promised, but It only 
took bin: olgbl days."— Gultlull Dajs

"If the Prerldentof the I" nited Statos, 
or royalty dims with you," says Ward. 
In that Jaunty slylo of his, "ho must 
take In the hostess." Moro or less peo- 
ple have been taken In by evory Presi- 
dent wo have hud. and royally has had 
much experlenco in tbo samo lino.
